British Sub Dives Into 


Channel; Sinks to Bottom 


London. Jan. 
27.—The 
British 


submarine M-2 dived Tuesday off 
Portland, failed to come up after- 
ward and hours later was located at 
the bottom of the English Channel. 


Salvage craft 
and divers were 


sent to the spot 
from nearby 


Portsmouth, chief 
English naval 


base. Fears were expressed for the 
eight men. although officers and 
safety of the crew., normally six 
officers and forty-eight men, 
al-, 


thought officials said the submarine 
could 
remain 
under water 
for 


forty-eight hours. 


Flotilla Begins Search 


The M-2 dived at 10:30 a. m. 


Tuesday five miles west of Portland 
in eighteen "fathoms of water. 
When she" failed to return 
on 


schedule, four destroyers and two 
submarines went out to search for 
her. Two lighters joined the flo- 
tilla later to attempt to raise the 
submarine in event she was found 
on the bottom. 


An object supposed to be the 


M-2 was located during the night 
in seventeen fathoms of water on 
the sandy bottom of the channel 
three miles west of Portland Bill, 
a rocky promontory off the Dorset 
coast. 


As soon as rumors 
spread 


throughout the naval port of Port- 
land that "something had hap- 
pened" to the submarine, movie 
theaters interrupted 
their 
pro- 


grams while orders were read to 
sailors, in the* houses calling on 
them to rejoin their ships. 


Wives, mothers and sweethearts 


of the submarine crew, the am- 
jority of whom come from Ports- 
mouth or Portland, hoped the ves- 
sel might be repairing a mechan- 
ical dc.'cct and would emerge un- 
scathed. But the strain began to 
show on their faces as the hours 
went by and some of them broke 
down in tears. 


An official at headquarters of the 


commander-in-chief at Portsmouth 
said the M-2 was engaged in rou- 
tine exercises 
when she disap- 


peared. The sea was calm, but 
there was a fog. 


The M-2 is equipped with the 


latest life-saving devices, he point- 
ed out. Admiraly quarters in Lon- 
don said the ship's wireless might 
have failed, but even in that case 
she should have returned to port 
long ago. 


While Admiralty officials saw no 


reason to abandon hope, they said It 
would be idle to suggest there were 
not grounds for the gravest mis- 
givings.

Said to be one of only twp such 


trees growing north of the Mason 
and Dixon line, a holly tree in-the 
Gettysburg 
national 
cemetery 


usually attracts the attention of 
tourists and local residents who 
drive through the burial grounds 
during the winter months. 


The tree, 
standing 
between 


Reynolds' statue and the New 
York state monument near the 
east gate of the cemetery, retains 
its dark-green leaves throughout 
the "winter while all of the other 
trees, with the exception of the 
pines and evergreens, lose their 
foliage in the fall. 


Few people know what kind of 


a tree it is, because it is not native 
to this part of the country, and 
few guides know that it is an 
American holly which grows pro- 
fusely throughout the southern 
states, but is rarely seen north of 
the Mason and Dlxon line. 


Rarity In North 


One other such tree is growing 


at Duncannon. According to a 
news story about the Duncannon 
tree, it was the only one known 
growing north c-f the Mason and 
Dixon line. 


While the holly tree in the na- 


tional cemetery is unusual in it- 
self, the story of its 'planting is 
even more unusual.

Sharing its 
popularity Only with halitosis, it at- 
tracts the eyes of million^ each day. 
Advertising has indeed done much 
to put these conditions on the map," 
said Doctor C. J. Hollister, chief of 
the state department of health's 
dental section, today. 


"However, -while i countless peF- 


sons are on a speaking acquaintance 
with pyorrhea, they have scant, if 
any information, as to what it really 
is. 


"This condition of the- mouth is 


a chronic .disease which involves the 
gums and that particular portion of 
the jaw bone surrounding the roots 
of the teeth. It also affects the 
membrane which holds the teetbjn 
their proper place in the jaw. 


"Children rarely suffer from it, 


being found usually in the mouths 
of the middle-aged or older. Start- 
ing on the gurn margin with an in- 
flammation and slight swelling, it 
causes the gums to bleed easily 
when the teeth are brushed.

More Than It Was Year Ag| 


Washington, Jan-. 27 (P)—The 


dollar is worth' nearly ten cents 
more than* it was a year ago in 
Pennsylvania's three largest cities. 


A survey of the department of la- 


bor todajrrev.ealcc! tho cost of living 
has dropped -9.3 per cent in Pitts- 
burgh and Scranton and 8.5 per cent 
in Philadelphia from what it was a 
year ago in those places. The fig- 
ures are< as of last month. 


In the six months between June, 


1931, 
and December, Pittsburgh ex- 


perienced, the largest drop in the 
main items of nousehold expense. 
There prices dropped 3.6 per cent 
while in Philadelphia the decline 
amounted to 3.1 and in Scranton to 
3jper cent. 


During the period from June, 1920, 


to 'December, 1931, the reductions 
were 29.9 per cent in Pittsburgh, 
29.5 
in Philadelphia and 28.4 in 


Scranton. 


In'all but the last set of figures, 


the declines in the three Pennsyl- 
vania municipalities were approxi- 
mately the-same as the average for 
32.principal cities of the nation. 


The ^national average decline for 


the year- between December. 1930, 
and last month was 9.3 per cent, the 
same as that recorded in Pittsburgh 
and Scranton and slightly greater

On the basis of prices of Decem- 


ber. 1914, the cost of living in Phila- 
delphia is still 50.5 per cent above 
pre-war costs. That figure is made 
up of an increase of 17 per cent in 
food, 42 in clothing, 40.3 in rent, 91.7 
m fuel and light, 54.1 in house fur- 
nishings and 117.6 in miscellaneous 
items. 


In Pittsburgh the composite prices 


of today are only 4.5 per cent high- 
er than in December, 1917. 
The 


Scranton increase for the same pe- 
riod is 8.4 per cent. 


Both cities are getting food and 


clothing cheaper than they did in 
1917, Pittsburgh's food bill being-29.2 
per cent less and Scranton's 22.8 per 
cent less. In' Pittsburgh the decline 
in clothing prices amounted to 13.3 
and in Scranton to 7.1 per cent. 
Rent in Pittsburgh is still 52.3 per 
cent higher, fuel and lighf, 83.8 and 
miscellaneous items cost 45.6 per 
cent more . 


For the same things, Scranton is 


paying 51.8, 69.5 and 55.2 per cent 
more, respectively, while house fur- 
nishings also cost 7.3 per cent more 
than they did in 1917.

This m eans th at the Methodist foreign mission board has been 
forced to .shoulder a deficit of $483,000. 
A cut of ,24 per cent in 
board-adm inistration costs has been ordered to meet this situation, 
we are told, and salaries of missionaries have been reduced. 
In fact, it has been only by adding this deficit to the mission 
board s debt th a t the M ethodists have evaded the necessity of recalling 
160 missionary families. 
Discussing the causes of this falling-off in gifts to benevolent 
causes, The C hristian Century says th at the depression is, of course, 
one obvious cause. 
“Local church budgets are being cut ail over the country; pas­ 
tors’ salaries show a wide-spread reduction. 
C hurch members simply 
do not have as m uch money as they had a few years ago. This is 
one reason for the missionary slump, and it may be alm ost enough to 
account for a 16 per cent drop.” 
But Bishop McConnell, we are told, put his finger on another 
cause. 
All over the world, he pointed out. there is a tendency for 
Protestantism , in despair over the condition of the world, to retreat 
to an inner contem plation, to a species of m ysticism th a t centers in 
the sacram ents. 
Yet, says The C hristian Century, "the definition of religion form u­ 
lated by C hrist—love to God and love to one s neighbor—stands. 
‘ And in the modern world love for one's neighbor m ust be ex­ 
pressed through institutions—hospitals, schools, centers for recreation 
and for worship. To fail in supporting these institutions is to fail to 
give religion it* full vitality, 
"Undoubtedly, there Is tru th in the bishop’s diagnosis. 
Yet we are 
not sure how' tar the charge can be pushed. 
A fter adm itting the need 
for institutions, it is not yet proved that all th e institutions m ain­ 
tained by m issionary societies represent an essential religious demon­ 
stration of brotherly love. 
, 
• A' a m utter of fact, at least some of the falling off in mission 
receipts may be traced to a growl.if skepticism as to the need for a 
highly institutionalized type of program. 
T his mood is, of course, 
fostered in hard times. 
But it goes m uch deeper, in its significance 
and effect, th an any consideration of financial ability."

Today's Best Editorial Talk 


CHURCH BENEVOLENCES, FALLING. 


' (From The Literary'Digest) 


The benevolent giving of the Methodist Episcopal church has gone 


into another and unprecedented decline. 


And as the Methodists are in many respects the "bellwethers of 


the Protestant flock," says The Christian Century (Undenomina- 
tional), leaders of other churches will learn with anxiety that the close 
of the Methodist fiscal year has shown a further decrease in benevo- 
lences of $1,162,000, or about 16 per cent. 


This means that the Methodist foreign mission board has beerr 


forced to shoulder a deficit of $483/100. A cut of ,24 per cent -in- 
board-administration costs has been ordered to meet this situation; 
we are told, and salaries of missionaries have been reduced. 


In fact, it has been only by adding this deficit to the mission 


board's debt that the Methodists have evaded the necessity of recalling 
160 missionary families. 


Discussing the causes of this fallmg-off in gifts to benevolent 


causes, The Christian Century says that the depression is, of course, 
one obvious cause. 


"Local church budgets are being cut all over the country; pas- 


tors' salaries show a wide-spread reduction. Church members simply 
do not have as much money as they had a few years ago. This is 
one reason for the missionary slump, and it may be almost enough to 
account for a 16 per cent drop." 


But Bishop McConnell, we are told, put his finger on another 


cause. All over the world, he pointed out, there is a tendency for 
Protestantism, in despair over the condition of the world, to retreat 


~to an inner contemplation, to a species of mysticism that centers in 


the sacraments. 


Yet, says The Christian Century, "the definition of religion formu- 


lated by Christ—love to God and love to one's neighbor—stands." 


"And 
in the modern world love for one's neighbor must be ex- 


pressed through institutions—hospitals, schools, centers for recreation 
and for worship. To .fail in supporting these institutions is to fail to 
give religion its full vitality. 


"Undoubtedly, there Is truth in the bishop's diagnosis. Yet we are 


not sure how far the charge can be pushed. After admitting the need 
for institutions, it is not yet proved that all the institutions mam- ' 
tamed by missionary societies represent an essential religious demon- 
stration of brotherly love. 


••As a matter of fact, at least some of the falling off in mission 


receipts may be traced to a growing skepticism as to the need for a 
highly institutionalized type of program. This mood is, of course, 
fostered in hard times. But it goes much deeper, in its significance 
and effect, than any consideration of financial ability."

viewpoint, 
the most logical tim e for evacuat­ 
ing the bowel is following break­ 
fa st 
One should attem pt to train the 
body system to evacuate its waste 
in the morning. 
Diet plays an im portant part in 
overcoming constipation, but almost 
as im portant as diet are proper eat 
ing habits. 
The 
digestive 
system 
functions 
best under an orderly regime. 
It 
is 
essential, 
therefore, 
th a t 
one 
should eat at regularly appointed 
times, and w ithout haste. 
Certain foods favor good elimina 
tlon. 
These are recommended for 
use in constipation. 
It should be borne in mind, how­ 
ever, th a t each of us is liable to 
dietetic peculiarities and th a t these 
recommended foods may be agree­ 
able to some and cause distress in 
others. 
Fruits, 
bulky 
vegetables 
and 
coarse cereals im part bulk to ones 
diet and act as a provoking stim u­ 
lant to the gastro-intestinal tract 
Among these food Items we list 
asparagus,

cabbage, cauliflower, carrots, green

able elem ents in a diet calculated to 
correct constipation. 
W ater and fluids should be taken 
in sufficient quantities each day. It

estim ated 
th a t 
six

glasses of fluids is the average de­ 
sirable quantity. 


Chicago, Jan. 27—William W rig­ 
ley, who died here Tuesday, tau g h t 
the world 
to chew 
gum, and the 
jaws of tw o hemispheres reaped him 
a fortune in nickels, pfennigs, cen­ 
tavos and piasters. 
It was his pride th a t the sun 
never set upon the use of his con­ 
fections, and the arrow -headed elves 
who heralded 
his products 
were 
recognized from Java to F ifth ave­ 
nue. 
Upon an article which sold 
the world over for a nickel or less, 
he founded in his generation one 
of the great fortunes of the nation 
—a fortune as stable as those built 
on steel or railroads. 
Nor were there any accidents in 
his success, for a t thirty he delib­ 
erately selected Chicago as a fa ­ 
vored shipping point and went there 
from Philadelphia to find a product 
w ith a world-wide market. 
W rigley 
selected 
chewing gum 
after 
rejecting soap 
and baking 
powder. 
T he latter drew his a t­ 
tention to the confection in which 
he m ade 
his fortune, for 
it was 
while he was offering It as a p re­ 
m ium to spur his baking powder 
sales th a t his attention was draw n 
to th e possibilities of its exploita­ 
tion. 
He 
reasoned 
th at 
while 
IOO 
pounds of the soap his father m a n ­ 
ufactured was worth but five dol­ 
lars, one hundred pounds of chew ­ 
ing gum was worth $100. 
It could 
be shipped anywhere and m ade to 
pay Its freight, and still could be 
retailed a t 
a pjlct w ithin 
every­ 
body's reach. 
Introduced Chicle 
The children’s 
knlcknack wTiich 
was chewing 
gum when 
W rigley 
began its m anufacture was m ade of 
spruce or paraffin and put up In long 
packages containing prizes. 
U nder 
W rigley’s 
leadership 
chicle 
was 
brought into use as the basic in ­ 
gredient of the product, the pack­ 
ages were 
standardized, 
and m a­ 
chinery was substituted for m anual 
m ethods. 
W ithin ten 
years after 
W rigley 
began the m anufacture and prom o­ 
tion of 
chewing gum. 
w hat had 
been a bad habit had become a gen­ 
eral custom ,

Prem ium s helped him popularize

Tw enty-flve years after he had 
em barked in the business, th e pub­ 
lic was paying $30,000,000 a year for 
his products, and by 1925 his a n ­ 
nual sales were between $65,000,000 
and $70,000,000.

T oronto and Sydney, A ustralia, were 
m anufacturing 
the

brands 


discovered, while distributing pre­ 
miums to augm ent the sale of soap 
and baking powder, th a t chewing 
gum was the most popular of a score 
of premiums he offered. The Zeno 
M anufacturing com pany had m a­ 
chinery for m aking chewing gum, 
then mixed like dough and rolled, 
cut into sticks and wrapped by hand. 
Wrigley contracted for 10,000 boxes 
of a brand which he nam ed W rig­ 
ley’s Vassar. T h at was an enormous 
contract, for a girl could wrap and 
pack but twelve boxes a day. 
To­ 
day Wrigley’s plants tu rn out ten 
thousand 
boxes 
of 
gum 
every 
twenty minutes, and a girl operating 
a m achine wraps 1,600 boxes daily. 
The gum sold so well th a t W rig­ 
ley made an alliance with the Zeno 
company. 
W hen he purchased it 
twenty years later for $2,500,000 he 
remarked th a t In the nineties he 
could have bought it for $5,000. 
Has Six Factories 
Wrigley’s six plants were equip­ 
ped with m achinery devised and 
built by his own experts, and every 
hand process was supplanted by m a­ 
chinery. Raw chicle, th e basic in ­ 
gredient of chewing gum. was gath­ 
ered by natives of C entral America 
and Mexico, directed by Wrigley 
agents with w arehouses in British 
Honduras and northern Mexico. 
The natives set out in early spring 
to gather the sap of th e ^ p p e d sa- 
pota tree, which, when dried, was 
shipped to the plants, boiled until its 
sickening sweetness was gone, and 
made into chewing gum. 
The larger phase of the business 
which Wrigley erected was the cre­ 
ation of a m arket for his product 
The giving away of sam ples won the 
chewing gum a trial, and advertis­ 
ing did the rest. Tile arrow -shaped 
dwarfs which symbolized Wrigley 
products were designed with a par­ 
ticular appeal for each country. 
If 
he grinned from a placard in a Chi­ 
nese shopwindow th e dwarf was of 
Chinese mien, while U nter den Lin­ 
den he was of G erm an cast.

C atalina island attracted W rig­ 
ley’s attention for its possibilities as 
a sum m er resort, a training cam p 
for his baseball team and a vacation 
spot for him self. 
He bought it in 
1919, and founded the W ilmington 
T ransportation company to carry 
passengers, 
sightseers and freight 
across the 25 miles of ocean between 
the island and the California coast. 
He suspected the presence of ore, 
and when he assayed a sample from 
a vein into which his men cut while 
building a m ountain road, it was 
found to contain silver, lead and 
zinc in profitable quantities, part of 
a rich deposit which underlay vir­ 
tually all of the island’s hundred 
square miles. 
His mining interests 
supplem ented the island’s sum m er 
resort trade. Zinc went to Belgium 
from the island’s refining plant and 
fifteen

tons of crushed

In addition 
to these Interests, 
Wrigley was a 
director of 
three 
Chicago banks and head of the B or 
Air Coal and Iron company of T en­ 
nessee. 
He built in Chicago in 1920 the 
first large business block north of 
the Chicago river, an architectural 
landm ark a t the junction of tho 
river and M ichigan boulevard and 
a t the tim e of its construction the 
tallest building in the city. 
Outside his business Wrigley’s in ­ 
terests were few. 
He was a trustee 
of the Field Museum of N atural 
History, and a member of m any 
Chicago and Los Angeles clubs. Ho 
was a life-long republican. His v a­ 
cations were spent 
principally at 
summ er homes at Pasadena, Cali­ 
fornia; C atalina island, or Lake G e­ 
neva, W isconsin, for he disliked for­ 
eign travel and declared th a t his 
one trip around the world was “a 
good thing to be home from.”
